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In 100 Years 


Without fanfare — almost with- 
out official recognition the 
100th anniversary of the first 
Punchard High School graduating 
class will slip on into history 
this week, 

When the Andover High School 
seniors walk past gathered 
officialdom Friday night to re 
ceive their diplomas, they’ll be 
repeating a final Senior class 
ritual that first began in 1859, 

There’s been a lot of water pass 
Over the dam since then, with 
changes so startling that a 
graduate of that first year might 
not even want to see the differ- 
ence. Yet many similarities still 
exist. 

That graduating class of 1859, 

. all seven members, attended 
ret, classes in a new building — as 

modern as the builders knew how 
to make it. 

And in this year of 1959, the 
senior class has spent two years 
in a structure so modern of design 
that lovers of colonial architecture 
wince when they pass by. In this 

4: way, then, the two classes had 
Similar advantages. 

Other facets of public educa- 
tion, then and now, also show 
striking likenesses. There was 
great public concern in the 1850's 
over what some liked to call a 
dangerous lowering of scholarship 
standards. Today, we still have 
critics, here and elsewhere, who 
believe the curriculum is designed 


for average results; not high 

enough to meet their own strict 

standards of academic perfection.

Even the newspapers joined the 
fuss. The Andover Townsman of 
190] delivered a series of scath- 
ing editorials on the shortcomings 
at Punchard, placing the blame 
most squarely on the ‘Schoo!

Settled Problem 


Benjamin Punchard’s gift of 
$50,000 to the town to establish a 
free public high school really took 
the town off the legal hooks set 
by the Commonwealth. 

The law of that day — the early 
1850’s — reqfired a town of 4,000 
or more persons to establish a 
high school. And the records show 
that the town was summoned to 
court for not having the required 
school. The town only intermittent- 
ly provided the high schoo] level 
of education and the school 
committee members said, in an 
annual report, that people seemed 
little interested. 

A special act of the Legislature 
allowed the town to substitute 
the Punchard Free School for the 
public high school required by law. 


But in later years, after the 
1868 fire and subsequent town 
meetings, _ taxpayer suits were
